Confession of Quadruple 


Killing Admitted to 
Jury Over Strenuous Ob- 
jection of Defense.

Clearwater, Fla., June 9.—The 
state rested its case in the trial of 
Frank McDowell, charged with the 
murder of his mother in St. Petcrs- 
burg Jast February 17, shortly after 
5 o'clock and court recessed until to- 
morrow morning, when the defense 
will take up its side. 

Fate of McDowell tas resolved it- 
elf into one of the most unusual 
cireumstances on record in Florida 
courts. The defense is basing its 
plea entirely upon temporary insanity 
snd placing it squarely up to the 
jury to determine this fact. 

There has heen only one other case 
in Florida, according to available rec- 
ords here, wherein a jury has been 
ealled upon to determine the sanity 
of a prisoner charged with wurder 
and thereby cetermine the cuilt of 
the prisoner. The case of Lena Clark, 
who was tried for murder at Orlando, 
Fla.. several years ago, inve!ved ide - 
tieal principles. Ordinarily, the san- 
ity of a prisoner is determined in 
Florida by a committee of two doc- 
tors and a layman. In event the 
prisoner is found insane, it becomes 
mandatory upon the court to commit 
te an insane asylum. On the other 
hand, where the prisoner is found 
sane by a committee, a trial auto- 
matically follows.

LEOPOLD AND LOEB REVEALED AS “PROFESSORS” 


Veritable School of Vice

Chicago, June 9.~—In the nebulous 
world, half intellectual—half neuro- 
tic—where Nathan Leopold, Jr., and 
Richard Taeb spent most of their 
days during the last year in com- 
pany with other youths, all interest- 
ed in abnormalities, investigators 
brought to light Monday new and 
startling evidence relating to the 
slaying of 13-year-old Robert Franks 
and to other crimes as well. 

By questioning more than © stu- 
dents at the University of Chicago, 
detectives found twelve who krew the 
twe self-confessed slayers of Franks 
intimately. Some of these were al- 
most daily associates of the two 
youths in their amblings from rormal 
paths of intellectual interest irto the 
strange and bizarre by-ways of an 
overstimulated curiosity about forms 
of sex perversion and physical _tor- 
ture. And from these youths, al] sons 


of millionaires, came almost unbeliev- 
able stories of what Leopold and Loeb 
did during the times they were not in 
their class rooms at the University 
of Chicago. 

One result of the new evidence was 
a decision by State's Attorney Robert 
E. Crowe to call President Ernest 
Dewitt Burton and severa! other 
members of the faculty of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago before the grand 
jury Tuesday. Others who will be 
asked to testify before the grani jury 
include Dean James Hall, of the 
law school; Acting Dean of Law 
Woodward. Dr. T. Neil Johnson, 
professor of law: Dr. Arthur Thomp- 
son, professor of history; Professor 
A. ©. MeLaughlin and Dr. Ferdinand 
Schevill, professor of history.

Whole Family Wiped: 
Out as Huge Pile of| 
Slate Wrecks Their 
Home. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Bluefield, W. Va., June 9.—Nine 
persons were killed and a score of 
houses washed away in Mercer and 
McDowell counties today by a flood, 
following a heavy rainstorm that 
reached the proportions of a cloud- 
burst. Sections of Norfolk and West- 
ern railroad branch lines and side- 
tracks to a number of mining opera- 
tions were washed out. 

An entire family of seven persons 
was wiped out in Mercer county when 
their home was buried under a buge 
pile of slate, which had been dis- 
lodged by the high water and swept 
against the Louse. Two members of 
a rescue party attempting to work an 
opening through the buried house 
were killed when a second s'«te pile 
crashed against the first. 

Wire communication in the affect- 
ed area was crippled by the flood, 
but the report of the casualties was 
verified in a brief telephonic con- 
versation with officials of the coal 
company. At that time the names 
of the victims were not known. 

Waters from swollen mountain 
streams caused Cane Creek to leave 
its channel, the flood carrying bridzes, 
houses and al] movavle objects with- 
in its path. The main line of the 
Norfolk and Western railroad be- 
tween North Fork and Ennis, a dis- 
tance of three and one-half miles, 
was completely inundated and all traf- 
fic was held un between the two 
points. In Keystone and Welch the 
waters of Elkhorn creek flooded some 
of the: business districts of those 
towns.

IDLERS SMITTEN 


IN COOLIDGE TALK 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Washington, June 9.—Loyalty 
based on a reverence for constituted 
authority was urged by President 
Coolidge today as the need of the 
country from its educated men and 
women. 

Speaking at the annual commence- 
ment exercises of Georgetown Uni- 
versity here, the president said there 
must be “loyalty to the family. loy- 
alty to the varivus civic organizations 
of society; loyalty to the government, 
which means first of all the observ- 
ance of its laws, and loyalty to reli- 


gion. 

Mr. Coolidge expressed the belief 
that the college graduates of this year 
“will find the world ready to give 
them a warmer welcome, a larger 
share in its tasks than ever before.” 
He warned, however, that a recep- 
tion perhaps ‘“‘a bit cold” awaits 
those who insist on “tall and stiff 
collars as sed of the working uni- 
form—whether such collars are of the 
intellectual type for the mind, or of 
the linen type for the neck.” 

No Room for Idlers. 

There is little room, the president 
said, for those who are “too nice to 
work.” 

“The market for trained intelli- 
gence,” he continued, will never be 
overstocked. We hear of a possible 
saturation point in the demand for 
particular products; but there will 
never be a saturation point, a danger 
of overproduction, in good, working, 
capable brains. 

“It may be that our educational 
methods are not so far perfected as 
to give us full returns on all our in- 
vestments in them. No doubt some 
expensive college educations are in- 
vested in people incapable of mak- 


ing them return a going rate of in- 


terest. But that need not greatly 
worry us. The world keeps on iIn- 
creasing its wealth despite a deal of 
bad investments and sheer waste, 


Pay Scale Lightens Tasks. 


“The young people who this year 
step out of college into the world of 
affairs will be participants in a most 
engrossing epoch of histroy. Men 
and women ‘are in demand who can 
prove themselves capable of playing 
in a big and useful way the differ- 
ent parts. There will not be ap- 
plause or recognition for all—not 
even for all who do their part well. 

“The advancement of intelligence 
has been marked by a continual 
elimination or amelioration of the 
more undesirable tasks. Just about 
the time when it is found that there 
is a shortage of workers willing to 
do unpleasant things, somebody with 
a trained intelligence discovers a 
process or invents a machine that 
performs the tasks more efficiently, 
or makes its performance unneces- 
sary. ‘This has happened so many 
times that it seems safe to assume 
it will keep on happening. 

“If there remain some undesirable 
tasks that neither science nor inven- 
tion can eliminate, a more produc- 
tiwe society will at least be able to 
pay more liberally—in fact is now 
doing so—and thus get them done.”

He is 
an extremely able man with much 
magnetism. Many of the party lead- 
ers are at a loss to understand why 
Coolidge so insistently stands aloof 
about the vice presidency.

Hoover Could Not Decline. 

Hoover, however, can hardly refuse 
it if they insist on naming him. 
Hoover is in a different position from 
Lowden. Hoover has been for four 
years the beneficiary of the party and 
would be more or less obliged to sub- 
mit to a draft. Another outcome, if 
Coolidge continues to — his hands 
off, is that nothing may be arranged 
in advance. The vice presidential 
nomination may wait until the actual 
kour of balloting. ‘There may be 
many nominations and an _ uninflu- 
enced choice by the delegates voting 
their personal preferences. 

All this illustrates what is going 
on namely a_ practically complete 
turning over of the republican party 
management to Coolidge and his 
It is being done willingly 
and without any grudging feeling.

“He is known 
to every man; woman and child as 
one who does big things and would 
add greater strength to the ticket than 
any other man in the country.” 

Mr. Woods said he had just com- 
pleted a tour of the rural districts of 
Nebraska, Jowa and Kansas, where 
he said he found much Dawes senti- 
ment. 

General Dawes was once a resident 
of Nebraska. ‘‘He lived in Lincoln from 
1890 to 1900—during the panic and 
the drought and went broke with the 
rest of us,”’ he said.

THE 68TH CONGRESS. _ 
The long session of the 68th con- 


gress, which adjourned late Satur- 
day in the usual tumultuous con- 
fusion, measured in the scale of eco- 
nomic benefits to the country, is to 
be commended :more for what it 
failed to do than for what it actually 
accomplished. 

Its outstanding accomplishment 

was the passage of a makeshift, un- 
scientific tax reduction bill, which, 
while infinitely better than nothing, 
should be revised as quickly as pos- 
sible so that the masses who ,are 
not federal taxpayers in any direct 
sense may not be indirectly taxed, as 
at present, to an enormous extent, 
through the high surtaxes imposed 
upon industry and business; and 
which will continue, without the 
slightest relief to this overwhelming 
element, under the very nominal re- 
ductions granted in the high-bracket 
class. 
” The benefits accruing to the fed- 
eral taxpayers of nominal amounts, 
under the bill as passed, will be far 
more than offset by the “high costs 
of living’? charges on essential com- 
modities that could have been ma- 
terially brought down had congress 
handled the tax reduction program 
on a scientific rather than a political 
basis, and unleashed business from 
its present confiscatory burdens. 


Even with a tax reduction meas- 
ure passed, which will, according to 
experts, precipitate a deficit which 
further and perhaps heavier taxation 
must ultimately meet, all possible 
economic benefits from this were 
wiped out like footprints in an 
ocean beach by the high-tide of the 
burdens, subsequently to be en- 
countered, that the passage of the 
so-called soldier bonus bill makes in- 
escapably necessary. 

So far as giving net relief to the 
already over-burdened public, the 
record of congress during the first 
six months of the contemporary 
term has been like the proverbial 
progress of the cat in the well. 

It serves no really good purpose 
to transfer money from one leaky 
pocket to another with an even 
heavier leak. That is a false theory 
of conservation. 

What congress failed to do is of 
}some satisfaction. 

Although contgolled by a coali- 
tion between two minority groups, 
one of them radical to the core but 
with the actual balance of power, it 
is notable that many of the more 
drastically radical measures failed, 
through defeat or the default of an 
eleventh-hour jam. 

The McNary-Haugen mis-named 
“farm relief’? measure, which, was 
destined to put the government into 
the wheat distributing business, fail- 
ed of passage. 

The Georgia members of the 
house, with one exception, Lankford 
of the Eleventh, voted against this 
measure, three members, Parks, 
Wise and Upshaw, not voting. -— 

A measure of more pronounced 
socialistic tendency was never con- 
sidered by the American congress. 

The La Follette railroad measures, 
the enactment of-which would have 
junked every road in this country, 
failed to get to the floor of the sen- 
ate, although the author no doubt 
thought he had made a combination 
sufficiently strong to tide them 
through when he voted his band of 
insurgents with the democratic mi- 
nority and placed a minority mem- 
ber into the chairmanship of the 
senate interstate commerce com- 
mittee. 

In the matter of the congressional 
investigations, when the political 
fires, fanned by the prejudices of 
the insurgents and by the play for 
strategic party advantage by the 
democrats, began to smoulder and 
settle into embers, the public real- 
ized that it had been stung, so far 
as getting meted to the guilty the 
justice that an outraged public de- 
mands and to the innocent that vin- 
dication that the spirit of American 
institutions guarantees. 

Fall and Forbes are at liberty, with 
no indication of any expiation of 
their conducts in sight; and the 
stigma of suspicion is left to rest 
upon others, whose chief offense ap- 
parently had been to incur the re- 
taliating hatred of such a man as 
Gaston B. Means, whose personal 
and court record is a stench in the 
nostrils of decent men and women 
throughout the nation. 

This is not justice, nor is it in 
keeping with the spirit of America. 

This session of congress as a 
whole has gone into history as prin- 
cipally antagonistic to President 
Coolidge and his well-known views 
on economic issues. This is of 
political significance only, and was 
caused by the peculiar situation that 
developed through an insurgent bal- 
ance of power. * 

The incumbent of the white- 
house has been quite’ willing, 
apparently, to submit his positio.1 to 
a popular referendum, and to the 
present time—the very day.of the 
republican national conveution—has 
completely outdistanced his antag- 
onists; given them no quarters and 
shown them no considerations. 

And after all is said and done— 

The most far-reaching act of the 
congress, and the one that brings 
the deepest sigh of relief, is the vote 
on adjournment. 

May the country have a deserved 
rest until next December!

Is Viewed With Alarm 
By Text Book Chairman 


Editor Consttintion: The following is the 
opening paragraph in a letter received by 
the writer of thas article: 

“Concerning the American Union, and its 
preservation, there is dire confusion in the 
minds of the students of history: There {s 
confusion (a) As to the nature of the 
Union; (b) As to the rightful way to pre- 
serve it; (c) As to the effect of the War 
of 1861-65 on the Union, whether. that war 
preserved or destroyed it; and (da), most 
important of all, if the Union once pre- 
served, stays preserved, or if the preserving 
process has to be repeated from time to 
time °’ 

These are all very searching questions, 
and how they will be answered by the 
coming generations will depend upon the 
teaching in the history of their country 
which they receive in onr schools. The 
writer regards section (a) as most im- 
portant. 

Hall, Smither and Ousley, Part 2, Chapter 
1, give a brief but clear exposition of this 
phase of our history, and not only in this 
chapter, but throughout all the administra- 
tions, care is taken to make glear changes 
In the constitution, under the changing 
economie corditions. 

Other vital questions are dealt with in ar 
comprehensive a way as a text book would 
permit, such as slavery, the slave trade, 
the divergent economic and social conditions 
of north and south, the different views of 
north and south as to the nature of the 
constitution, and the causes which produced 
this difference. These are the things to 
stress now, in education, but especially 
section (a) if we hope to meet in any ade- 
quate way the centralizing tendencies of 
todar,. 

All thinkers of today are ilarmed at the 
rapid rate with which, under the guise of 
altruistic legislation, this centralizing move- 
ment is proceeding. Our young people may 
be called upon to say at the polls wheiher 
we shall retain our present system by 
which the president and other national of- 
ficers are elected by the people of the 
states as states, or by popular election.

Peasants are rising against the bol- 
shevik government in the Amur, 
Shatsk and Yarkutsk regions. Kazan 
has been placed under martial law 
and five hundred communist officials 
have been murdered during the last

Cry in Rumania. 


Distressing news has sneaked past 
the Rumanian censor. It appears 
that the peasants have become restless 


and that tens of thousands of them 
are marching on the capital. Further 
news is withheld, but there is little 
doubt that some drama is being en- 
acted behind the scenes, which will 
strike us with surprise if not with 
horror when the curtain is lifted. In 
the first place the Rumanians have 
a reputation of ruthlessness. They 
gained that unenviable’ distinction 
during their incursion of Hungary, 
when their march was accompanied 
by atrocities, rapine and destruction. 
Ail we know about the present situa- 
tion is that the peasants are restless 
aud that they are marching on Bu- 
charest. The movement is not airected 
against the monarchy. ‘True, the 
monarchy may crumble in the melee, 
but the peasant is little concerned 
who rules as long as there is jus- 
tice, equity and a promise of pros- 
perity in that rule. It takes quite 
a bit of injustice to set the peasants 
arming. We know that from his- 
tory. The French revolution. The 
Bonhommerie. Ordinarily peasants 
are the state's strongest ulwark 
against radical revolution. But even 
the peasants’ patience and good na- 
ture may become exhausted.

“If America is to ‘continue her ex- 
periment in an Anglo-Saxon democ- 
racy, it is imperative that every edu- 
cational advantage be extended to 
all people of the nation,” George Fos- 
ter Peabody, philanthropist and cap- 
italist, of Saratoga, N. Y., who is 
visiting in Macon, said _ tonight. 
“There is no such thing as a polyglot 
leadership of a democracy. One rad- 
ical group or another will predomi- 
nate. 
_ “Georgia is one of the states hav- 
ing the greatest percentage of Anglo- 
Saxon people, and it is here as well 
as in other centers, that the spirit of 
Anglo-Saxon leadership should be fos- 
tered. 

“The greatest need in the south to- 
day is more _ educational _facflities. 
Since the civil wAr there have been 
mary handicaps which have retarded 
educational progress in the south, but 
she is slowly emerging from her back- 
ward state, and it is our hope that 
she will eventually become the edu- 
cational leader of the nation. If the 
Anglo-Saxon leadership is to direct 
our democracy, it must be educated 
leadership.” 

Mr. Peabody was born in Colum- 
bus, Ga., in 1852 and went to New 
York after the civil war, becoming 
the head of a large banking firm. Re- 
tiring in 1906, he interested himself 
in educational work. He is en route 
to Athens, Ga., where he will attend 
a meeting of the board of trustees of 
the University of Georgia, of which 
he is a member,

[ HEALTH TALKS |

BRONCHORRHEA. 

This is not a new disease I’m going 
to exhibit. Old Doctor Webster, who 
is generally pretty accurate except 
when he tries to define things like 
somersaults and colds, tells us t@at 
bronchorrhea is an excessive flow of 
mucus from the _ bronchi. W ben 
chronic bronchitis is associated with 
such a condition there is often, not 


always, some ballooning or dilation 
of the bronchi, and that is calied 
bronchiectasis. ‘The expectoration of 
large amonuts of sputum, especially 
upon change of posture, is a common 
occurrence in bronchiectasis. Certain 
special remedial measures are used 
in cases of bronchiectasis, such as 
vesture treatmert as recently de- 
scribed here, removal to a dry warm 
climate where the patient will not be 
afraid to take the air every day in the 
year, certain inhalations of médicated 
steam or vapor, belly exercise, auto- 
genous (sell-furnished) bacterians 
(more familiarly called bacterial vac- 
cines). We discussed the climate in 
another recent talk on bronchitis and 
concluded that, with all due consider- 
ation for the Chambers of Commerce, 
booster societies and 
sanitariums, our own climate here at 
home, wherever we live, is equal to 
the best in the temperate zone pro- 
vided one is uct obsessed by the 
weatherphobia and will go out to take 
the air 365 days in the year. 
Today we continue with postural 
treatment. When there is bronchor- 
rhea, whether associated with bron- 
chiectasis or not, it is an excellent 
plan for the subject of choronic. bron- 
chitis to get into the habit of sleep- 
inclined plane with the 
lower or caudal pole of the body 
higher than the upper or cephalic 
vole, 
To do this, raise the foot of the 
bed on blocks not over three inches 
high at first, better only an inch or 
two high, and then at intervals of a 
week or longer raise the foot of the 
bed an inch higher until eventually 
you find it comfortable enough to 
sleep all night with your caudal or 
tail énd raised six inches above the 
level of your cephalic or head end. 
This is exceedingly advantageous, for 
it brings the force of gravity to the

in the daytime.

Anybody re- 
member that I am a great believer in 
and advocate of the somersault habit 
as a part of a daily health regimen? 
Well, anyway, I roll my own preity 
regularly, forward and backward, #@e 
cause I believe they are good med- 
icine. They help to keep a feller from 
becoming dignified, and dignity Is a 
great strain on the arteries. Somer- 
saults are fine medicine for persons 
with chronic bronchitis, bronchiecta- 
sis or bronchorrhea, but in such cases 
instead of just rolling a dozen night 
and morning it would be better to roll 
two or three about six times a day. 
T hope I am not too serious about this, 
hut believe me, I am sincere when I 
say that for some subjects of chronic 
bronchitis these seemingly absurd pos- 
tural maneuvers are just as good med- 
icine as expectorants and climate. In 
another talk we will consider the pur- 
pose, methods and value of belly ex- 
ercise in chronic bronchitis, bronchiec- 
tasis and bronchorrhea, .

JAPS WILL PUNISH 
FIVE OF RUFFIANS 


Tokio, June 10.—After an investi- 
gation the police have indicated they 
intend to punish five of the ronin 
(political ruffians) who broke up the 
dance at the Imperial hotel on Sat- 
urday night as a protest against the 
exclusion of Japanese from America. 
The police say the demonstrators did 
not infringe and statute directly, but 
punishment is advisable as a warning 
to other hot heads. 

Police officials took occasion today 
to deny previous reports that they 
had had advance warning of the dem- 
onstration Saturday night, in which 
members of the “Great Forward 6o- 
ciety” and other agitators broke up 
the dance at the Imperial with bitter 
anti-American speeches made from 
the center of the dance floor. The 
police insisted that they were doing 
everything in their power to protect 
Americans from injury or insult. 

Responsible Japanese also unani- 
mously regret the Imperial incident, 
pointing out that the perpetrators of 
the disorder were irresponsible agita- 
tors withogt backing in any influ- 
ential quarter. 

Belief that the peak of the 
agitation against American enact- 
ment of an immigration law bar- 
ring Japanese had passed was ex- 
pressed in well-informed circies~ to- 
day. The active phase of the agita- 
tion, it was agreed, cannot continue 
more than two or three weeks. 

Regardless of the forecast, however, 
resolutions to extend the Japanese 
boycott against things American could 
be observed today.

Mr. Coop- 
er said young McDowell told him of 
the loss of his two sisters at Deca- 
tur, Ga., a year prior to the murder 
of his mother and father.

Washington. June 9.—A_ smaller 
crop of wheat this year than produced 
last year was forecast today by the 
department of agriculture in its re- 
port of June 1 crop conditions. 

Smaller acreage of both winter 
and spring wheat and less favorable 
conditions than last year xre respou- 
sible, 

Winter wheat production wes for-:- 
cast, at 509,000,000 bushels, compared 
with a forecast 553,013,000 bushels a 
month ago. 

First production forecasts for the 
season of other crops are: 

Oats, 1,232,000,000 bushels: barley, 
160,000,000 bushels; rye, 62,500:000 
bushels. 

The condition of the crops on June 
1, from which the production fore 
casts are computed, was: 

Winter wheat, 740 per cent of 2 
normal; spring wheat, 82.3: 
wheat, 76.0; oats, 83.0; barley, 79.5; 
rye, 87.4; hay, 83.0; pastures. 82.2; 
apples, 74.0; teaches, 72.7. 

The total wheat acreage, combining 
winter and spring wheat areas. is 5%.- 
818,000 acres this year, or 92.3 per 
cent of the combined areas last vear. 

The acreage of oats is 61,425,000 
acres, or 101.0 per cent of last year, 
and of barley, 7,552,000 acres, or 
95.5 per cent of last year. :

Chances in Favor of Successive 


Crop Scares, 


Is Beliet of Price 


BY THEO. H. PRICE 
Editor Commerce and Finance. 
New York, June 9.—The advance 
that followed the publication of the 
government’s first crop report proved 
to be short lived and as this is writ- 


ten the market is about two cents be- 
low the top of June 2. Speculators 


seem to think that it is too early to 
kill the crop and as there is no an- 
ticipatory buying of cotton goods the 
mills are without any inducement to 
purchase for future delivery. Many 
of them are in fact trying to sell 
their surplus stocks so as to avoid 
the loss represented by the discount 
of three cents at which new crop de- 
liveries are quoted, and until July ex- 
pires or this discount disappears the 
“step down” which some one must 
lose will probably continue to restrain 
forward business. 

But it is nevertheless true that the 
government report has made the trade 


receptive to small crop estimates, that 
the burden of proof is now on the 
bears and that the wet and cold spring 
has not favored the growth of the

Washington, June 9.—Bonus pay- 
ments probably will be held up six 
months and refunds of 25 per cent 
to the million taxpayers who paid all 
this year’s tax in a lump sum on 
March 15 likely will be postponed 
until December, as a result of the 
senate’s failure to pass the deficiency 
appropriation bill.

Former President 


Asks More Money 
For Tech Support 


The people of Georgia must awake 
to the realization of what an educa- 
tional treasure they have in the Geor- 
via School of Technology, and must 
take steps to secure a greater appro- 
priation for its maintenance, Dr. K. 
(}. Matheson, for many years presi- 
dent of the institution, declared in 
an interview Monday. Dr. Matheson 
resigned his position with Tech two 
vears ago to assume the presidency 
of Drexel institute, of Philadelphia. 
He left Atlanta Monday night after 
attending graduating exercises of this 
vear’s senior class of Tech, of which 
class his son, K. G. Matheson, Jr., 
is a member. 

“The people of this state do not 
fully realize what an asset they have 
in Georgia Tech,” declared Dr. Mathe- 
son. “The institution has gained for 
itself a national reputation and ranks 
among the first three teachnical insti- 
tuti»ns in America, the others being 
Massachusetts Tech and the Mellon 
research schoo] of the University of 
Pittsburg. 

Support Inadequate. 

“Tt has become a mystery,” the for- 
iner president said, “among educators 
of national reputation, why the Geor- 
cia school receives such inadequate 
support from the people of the state. 
T believe that if it were located in 
any other state, it would receive a 
annual appropriation of $1,000,000, 
observed Dr. Matheson. “‘As the case 
is, the state appropriates a meager 
$112,500 annually—a mere pittance 
in comparison with appropriations for 
maintenance of similar institutions of 
other states.” 

The former Tech executive was 
quick to add that anything he aaid 
was meant as constructive criticism. 
“IT have devoted 25 years of my life 
to the hetterment of education in 
Georgia, and am always interested in 
its development,” he added@. 

Gave Him $700,000, 

“The people in the section in which 
IT am now working,” said Dr. Mathe- 
son, “have a just appreciation for 
higher education and are willing to 
spend money for its development. A 
short time ago I remarked that I 
1eeded $1,000,000 for the  aschool. 
When I left for this trip to Atlanta. 
S700.000 of the money asked had been 
secured, and I was promised that the 
halance would he obtained by the 
time I returned. I wish the people of 
f;eorgia had just such an apprecia- 
tion for higher education.” 

Dr. Matheson expressed hfs pleas- 
ure at returning to Atlanta and aee- 
ing his many friends and acquaint- 
ances in this section, where he is so 
well known.

The court set aside an injunction 
granted hy the federal district court 
at St. Louis to trunk manufacturers 
there against picketing by striking 
workers of the Leather Workers’ In- 
ternational union. The decision of 
the St. Louis court was confirmed on 
appeal hy the United’ States circuit 
court of appeals, and overthrown by 
the supreme court Monday. 

The court further limited the defi- 
nition of what constitutes illegal in- 
terference with interstate commerce, 
first set up in the famous Coronado 
coal decision, holding that strikers 
must proceed with a direct intention 
to cripple interstate commerce before 
it ean he construed that their actions 
are subject to the jurisdiction of fed- 
eral injunctions. The opinion was 
rendered by Chief Justice Taft. The 
vate was 6 to 3. Justice McKenna, 
Vandevanter and Butler dissenting. 

Tt was contended by counsel for the 
etrikera that interference with manu- 
facture, where no intent to interfere 
with shipments of goods for points in 
other states was demonstrated, did 
not constitute interference with inter- 
atate trade. 

The manufacturers, on the other 
hand, argued that they had more than 
$300.000 worth of interstate orders 
on hand which the actions of the 
strikers prevented them from filling 
and that this was restraint of inter- 
state trade. 


NO COURT REYIEW

Washington, June 9%.— Impeach- 


ment of former Governor John © 
Walton, of Oklahoma, by the Jegisla- 
ture of that state is not subject to 
review by the courts, it was held to- 
day by the suvreme court.
